WASHINGTON, March 2.—^The ten- 
sion over the Maine affair is notice- 
ably relieved in all official quarters 
today, partly because of the absence 
of dispatches to the state or navy 
departments bearing on the subject, 
and also because of Secretary Long's 
utterance yesterday that the ele- 
ment of Spanish participation in the 
disaster has been eliminated, in his 
judgment. 


Although the navy department 
had no reports from Havana or Key 
West, a dispatch announcing the 
departure of the cruiser Brooklyn 
from Santa Lucia for LaGuayara 
had some indirect significance in 
further removing the larger vessels 
of the navy from what has thus 
been the common center of naval 
activity, at Key West. 
The Brook- 
lyn will make a short stop at La- 
Guayara and will then proceed fur- 
ther southward. 


Both the state department and 
the department of justice have re- 
ceived considerable detailed inform- 
ation relative to the alleged fillibus- 
tering steamer Datintless. This is 
accompanied by the suggestion that 
the vessel might be libelled under 
the navigation laws for concealing 
her name, and under the neutrality 
laws for carrying war material to 
the Cubans. 
The correspondence 
began on January 17 last, and cov- 
ers much data on the past record of 
the Dauntless. 
It states that in the 
middle of January last the Daunt- 
less was hovering between Florida 
and Georgia ports for the evident 
purpose of eluding detection so 
as to get away with a 
fillibustering 
party for Cuba. 
ITie intimation 
was conveyed to the department of 
justice that this purpose was so 
clear that it would be a wise pre- 
caution to place a deputy United 
States marshal or deputy collector 
of customs on board the ship.

Senator Hawley and Representative Dalzeli 


Grow Patriotic. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Senator 
Hawley, chairman of the senate 
committee on military affairs, and 
Representative Dalzell of Pennsyl- 
vania, referred to the Spanish situa- 
tion in their speeches before the 
Yale alumni of Washington /last 
night. 
Senator Hawley aroused 
much enthusiasm by referring to 
the conditions now existing in this 
country saying that should a just 
cause demand millions of men would 
respond to a call of duty. 


"There has been a lot of talk of 
war," said Senator Hawley, 
"and 
the cool, half-spoken, half-unspoken 
words of patriotism that have arisen 
all over the country are, indeed, a 
pride to America. It is magnificent. 
At any just demand millions will 
jump to|the call to arms and do their 
duty as Americans. 
No just cause 
will fail to find ready^ response 
among all Americans." 


Representative Dalzell said 
all 
college men should stand together 
in the interests of the country. 


"We are living 
in a peculiar 
time," said Mr. Dalzell, "and are 
just now undergoing such a crisis as 
this generation has never known. 
For many months our sympathies 
have gone out to a people on a 
neighboring island, who have been 
suffering from a cruel and unjust 
tyranny. 
On, top of this comes the 
news of an appalling disaster. 
One 
of the noble ships of our navy has 
gone down in Havana harbor and 
hundreds of our jack tars, their sins 
not confessed, have met with a * 
riblefate." 


After severely condemning sensa- 
tional reports^ Mr. Dalzell said: 


"Another conspicuous point of 
which we are proud is the self-re- 
pression and the calm dignity the 
American people as a whole have 
ezerciBed throughout the entire in- 
cident. It shows that we are oapa^ 
ble of exercising calm Judgment in 
all things.

No Suropean Power Will Interfere is the 


KventofWar With Spain. 


N E W YORK, March 2.—A dispatch 
to the World from London says : 


The suggestion in certain New 
York dispatches that in the event of 
war between the United States and 
Spain the latter may receive active 
co-operation from some unnamed 
European power is treated with en- 
tire incredulity in political circles of 
London. 
A World representative 
discussed the question in the house 
of commons lobby with 
several 
members of parliament who are ac- 
knowledged authorities on foreign 
affairs. 


All concurred in expressing the 
opinion that should war break out 
between the United 
States 
and 
Spain in relation to Cuba, both 
powers would have a fair field and 
no favor as far as European coun- 
tries are concerned. 
Sir Charles 
Dilke, te highest unofficial author- 
ity on such questions in English 
politics, has already at an early 
stage of the difficulty between Spain 
and the United States stated his be- 
lief that no European power would 
intervene. 
He reiterated that view, 
saying: 
"Nothing has occurred to 
alter my opinion in that regard, al- 
though I cannot believe that war is 
likely to take place. 
No European 
power has any^ direct interest in 
helping Spain." 


POWDER WORKS RUSHED. 


SANTA CRUZ, Cal., March 2.—At 
the powder works near here men 
are busy night and day. 
Four new 
presses have just been received for 
the manufacture of smokeless pow- 
der. These are being put into shape 
for immediate 
operation. 
These 
new presses mean an additional out- 
put of 4,000 pounds of smokeless 
powder daily. 
The capacity of the 
works is now two and a half tons of 
government powder daily and nine 
tons of black powder. 
It is said 
that they will soon be in condition 
to double their present capacity. 


QUIET IN HAVANA. 


HAVANA, March 2.—^The city is 
quiet today, but the public and pri- 
vate greetings^to the Spanish cruiser 
Vizcaya, which arrived here last 
night, have not lessened in fervor. 
The divers are working hard upon 
the wreck of the Maine. It is feared 
that many of the dead were blown 
to pieces, which would account for 
the failure to find their bodies where 
expected. Senator Proctor has gone 
to Matanzas, where he will spend 
the day. 
He was accompanied by 
Miss Clara Barton and Mrs. Ward.

H ' T H E man Hez Hn|^es,< xftio W» 
arraigned for hearing, on a charge 
of complicity in the Ripley county 
lynching, has been acqaitted. 
Gov- 
ernor Mount, at whose 
instance 
Hughes was arrested, says he will 
not abandon his efforts to bring the 
lynchers to justice. 
It is to be 
hoped he may succeed, but the pros- 
pect is not promising. 
The .popu- 
lace of Ripley county is 
pretty 
nearly unanimous in the determin- 
ation to commit all sorts of perjury 
to protect the mobists, and in the 
face of such conditions it is doubt- 
ful if the governor will be able to 
accomplish much. 
However, 
his 
firm stand for law and order and his 
activity in pursuing the lynchers 
may have a salutary effect in pre- 
venting outrages of that sort in the 
future. 


Indianaiiolis Curfew Law, 


The city council of Indianapolis, 
a few weeks ago, in the face of a 
great deal of bitter opposition pass- 
ed a curfew ordinance. It was free- 
ly predicted at the time by the op- 
ponents of the measure that it could 
not be enforced satisfactorily and 
w^ould have to be repealed. 
The 
ordinance has received the unquali- 
fied indorsement of 
Superintendent 
of Police Quigloy, 
of Indianapolis, 
and now President Maguire, 6f the 
board of safety, which has charge 
of the enforcement of the law, says 
that repeal should not be considered 
for a moment. 
President Maguire 
further cites some of the 
good 
effects of the law that have been ob- 
served : 


' 'That ordinance is one of the best 
things for the public good that ever 
happened in Indianapolis. 
It is be- 
ing enforced admiz^iibly and is doing 
much good in imi)roving the morals 
of our boys. 
Another result of the 
ordinance, and this 
may 
seem 
slightly incredible, is that it is les- 
sening the number of iires in ihe city. 
There is no doubt that many of our 
tires within the last year have been 
caused by boys who prowled about 
the streets at a late hour whom this 
ordinance now keeps at home. 
The 
boys are afraid to go out after night 
and the ordinance has a great moral 
effect in that pao-ticular.'' 


What is true of Indianapolis would 
as readily be true of Fort Wayne. A 
curfew^ law will save many of the 
boys and girls w^ho otherwise are 
certain to descend by inevitable pro- 
cesses into lives of crime and shame.

What Win Uappeii iu the Kveut of War Be- 
tweeu Xicarajfua and Costa Kic-u. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 2.—In the 
event of a war between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, it is said that the 
alliance known aK the Greater Re- 
Ijublic would give to Nicaragua the 
armed strength of Salvador and 
Honduras. 


The Nicaraguan armj- is 
esti- 
mated at about 8,000 men. 
Salva- 
dor has not more than 3,000 soldiers, 
but Honduras has the best drilled 
<ind equipped force in Central Amer- 
ica, numbering .'50,000 men. Against 
these the Costa Rican army of about 
."),000 seems insignificant. 
But in 
the present calculations it is thought 
that Guatemala would cast her in- 
fluence with Costa Rica. 
Guate- 
mala has an army of about 50,000. 


In this event the forces would be 
about evenly matched, with Nicar- 
agua, Honduras and Salvador ar- 
rayed against Guatemala and Costa 
Rica. 
The basis for the view 
that 
(Tuatemala may be drawn into the 
controversy is the fact that the new 
president of Guatemala, Senor Es- 
trada Cabera, was a special 
envoy 
to Costa Rica when the latter coun- 
try was in a former conflict with 
other Central American States. 
At 
that time Guatemala was looked 
upon as the ready ally of Costa Rica 
and it is thought 
that 
Cabera 
would again incline to the same 
alliance.

D E A R S I R 
I promised you that I 
•would write a letter from this, 
"Land of summer and sunshine," 
for the readers of T H E S E N T I N E L . 


I left Fort Wayne, Monday the 
21st, at 12:35 p. m. over the Grand 
Rapids for Cincinnati. 
Arriving at 
the latter place at 6 p. m. I was 
join od by my brother. Rev. C. C. 
Albertson, of Buffalo, N. Y. 
The 
snown storm was raging in all its 
fury and as we walked down Fourth 
street to the Grand hotel we were 
convinced that we were still in the 
land of storms and winter. 
At 11 
p. m. our train left, over the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road for the 
south we ciossed the Ohio river and 
entered Kentucky, passing through 
Louisville at 2 a. m. and arrived at 
Nashville at 8. 
This city is --'90 
miles from Cincinnati and 1 sG from 
Louisville. 
Just north of Nashville 
we passed 
a national 
cemetery 
where 
lie 
buried 
many 
union 
soldiers. 
Bishop 
J. 
M. Walden 
and Rev. Dr. J. N. Hamilton, of 
Cincinnati were among our fellow 
l)assengers. 
At Nashville the old 
state house is plainly seen from the 
plain, rectangular building situated 
on an elevatimi near the center of 
this historic old city. 
In this build- 
ing Andy Johnson had his executive 
office when governor, as did also the 
braVe and heroic Parson Brownlow. 
The towers of Vanderbilt univer- 
sity are visible from the depot. 
Near this is Fisk university, one of 
the institutions of the Southern 
Education society of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 


As we travel southward the snow 
is evidently disappearing, and we 
get our last glimpse of it about luO 
miles south of Nashville, just be- 
fore noon, less than twenty four 
hours after leaving home. 
The sun 
shone out warm and delightful and 
we gladly gave ourselves over to 
the belief that we were passing 


"Out of winter into spring." 


Birmingham is 208 miles from 
Nashville, 
We reached this city at 
3 :-10 p. m. and stopped twenty min- 
utes for dinner. 
An excellent din- 
ner was served. 
One of the savory 
articles was a dish of greens, 
I 
never liked them, I ijresumel never 
will, 
I do not eat them at home, 
but, stninge to say, I partook largely 
at this time. 
It reminded me so 
much of April days and had the 
flavor of spring, and dandelion and 
asparagus, that I could not forbear. 
This was a gala day in Birmingham 
—the last of Mardi Gras. 
With the 
southern people this festive season, 
preceding Lent, 
is pre-eminently 
the 
joyful, the 
wonderful, 
the 
' -never-to-be-forgotten. ' ' 


Excursions were here from manj'^ 
towns and cities. 
The peojile went 
about with hideous masks and were 
dressed in clothing trimmed in red, 
yellow and other bright ribbons and 
flounces. 
This has the appearance 
of a northern city planted in the 
south. 
Northern capital and energy 
have made this a great manufactur- 
ing center. Observing the excursion 
trains, we saw the "jim crow" cars. 
One or more may be seen attached to 
each train and onlj" in these are the 
colored people allowed to ride. 


South from Birmingham we see 
the farmers plowing and preparing 
to plant the 
early 
crops. 
The 
groves are verdent, and song birds 
are flitting about. 
Now and then 
we see what was once a plantation. 
The large mansion house and the 
many small cabins surrounding 
it 
give a picture of southern life "befo' 
de wah. ' ' These landmarks are fast 
disappearing, and the coming gen- 
eration will know of them only 
from history or 
tradition. 
The 
traveler is surprised to see from the 
train so few wagon roads. 
Scores 
of miles may be traveled and not 
one surveyed, well constructed road 
can be seen. 
The visitor can often 
see a large stone or brick chimney 
standing far from any residence. 
He wonders at this. 
A lady from 
the north ventured to ask for an 
exjdanation. 
A ijolite gentleman, 
a typical southerner, 
answered : 
•'Madam, this is the way we build 
our houses. 
We erect the chimney 
first, and if it draws well then we 
build the house. ' ' Basing my con- 
clusion upon this 
philosophy, 
I 
judge that many of their chimneys 
do not draw well. 
As our train 
comes near Columbia, we see the 
United States arsenal, 
and 
the 
officers' quarters, and are told that 
this is one of the important bar- 
racks in the state of Tennessee. 


At 7:25 p. m, we are at Montgom- 
ery. 
Here we wait two hours. 
Al- 
though it was night we walked 
about the city and to the old state 
house. 
This is a fine, massive edi- 
fice on a high hill overlooking the 
city and facing the west. 
Six tall 
Corinthian pillars on the front sup- 
port a spacious portico. 
Between 
two of these pillars on February 18, 
1861, Jefferson Davis was inaugur- 
ated and took the oath of office as 
president of the Confederate States 
of America. 
A large brass star 
marks the exact spot where he 
stood. 
This has been placed there 
by the Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy. 
A tew yards to the right of 
this historic spot is the monument 
erected to the memory of those who 
fell in the rebellion. 
It was com- 
pleted in 1885 and dedicated by Jef- 
ferson Davis. 
As we descended the 
stone steps we gave three hearty 
cheers for Lincoln and rejoiced that 
this city, which once boasted that it 
was the capital of the Confederacy, 
now rested beneath the 
waving 
stars and stripes. ^ 


We arrived at Pensacola, on the 
gulf, at 5 a. m. Wednesday. 
This 
city contains 35,000 inhabitants. 
It 
is one of the important ports on the 
Gulf of Mexico, and ships from- for- 
eign countries may be seén in the 
harborl 
We saw roses and violets 
in bloom. 
The salt sea breezes were 


Fnniak spcingiB, eighty miles east, 
where we axqrivBd at 10, haying 
traveled the 1,000 milee in a little 
less than two days. The Clumtan- 
qna assembly is in session ' and in 
my ne^ctleitter I will Sprak of the 
important work accomplished hy iir 
in this State.

He went from Fort Wayne to Col- 
umbia City and his last appointment 
was at Mai^on, Ind. 
It now appears 
that Dr. Driver has forgotten his 
obligations as a husband and a min- 
ister of the gospel to tread the prim- 
rose path of dalliance. 
The follow- 
ing from the Marion Chronicle is 
fully explanatory : 


"There were divers and u/iy ru- 
mors afloat today 
alTectinir 
tlie 
standing and reputation of f lic llev. 
J. M, Driver, pastor of tht; First 
Methodist church. 
Mr. Driver's an- 
nouncements a})peared in the city^ 
papers on Saturday as usual. 


"When the time for .services came 
Sanday morning the pastor was not 
in his pul])it. 
In his place was Pro- 
siding Elder Lowollyn, of W:irsa\v, 
who stated that Mr. Diivcr liad 
been called to Illinois by a tclogram 
announcing 
the 
serious 
illness 
of his father. 
There was nothing 
unusual in the preseiice of the pre- 
siding elder, as this was tlie time of 
his regular coining. liis oxp]¿lnation 
of Driver's absence was accei)ted by 
a majority of the congregation, but 
to a few members of the church had 
come the alleged information that 
gave the affair a different com- 
plexion. 
This, in eifecfc, was that 
on Saturday a letter had come into 
possession of the wife of the pastor 
of a very damaging and incriminat- 
ing character. 
It is .said to have 
been signed by one of the lambs of 
the 
flock. 
In substance the writer 
agreed 
-to take this sin upon her 
soul' if Driver assured her that she 
could be pardoned, and meet him at 
the place and on the date agreed to. 


"It is said that this not boing the 
first, nor the second, nor the 
tenth 
time that evidence of this character 
had come into the hands of Mrs. 
Driver, she determmcd to rebel, 
and to make sure that the evidence 
of the justico of her rebellion should 
not be destroyed and made unaviiil- 
able, she took the letter and road it 
to three or four of the ladies of the 
church who are members of the 
hallelujah band. 
The 
Chronicle 
had iaformation Saturday evening 
that Driver, by his indiscretion, had 
involved himself 
in such a mess 
that he would not dare to face his 
congregation on Sunday 
morning, 
and that he would likely leave the 
city Saturday night, and this prog- 
nostication proved correct. 


"Asked as to 
whether 
Driver 
would return to assume charge of 
the work here for the remainder of 
the conference year a member of 
the official board replied that he did 
not think ho would. 
He did not 
think the condition of the 
pastor's 
father would warrant his leaving. 
The further information was given 
tbat arrangements had already been 
made for the Rev. A. Greenman to 
fill out the unexpired conference 
year." 


It is to be hoped thar the ugly 
stories involving Dr. Driver may bo 
found to be unfounded. His friends 
in 
Fort 
Wayne will be greatly 
shocked by the reports that so seri- 
ou.sly compromise his character.
